Dear Sir: Ceiling Repairs 


On Friday, in response to your request to me by my neighbor, Mr. E. B. 
Goodell, the writer and he visited the Library late Friday p.m., and | 
made a second visit on Monday afternoon. From the measurements 
taken, I have plotted the three sheets, - three prints of each are enclosed 
herewith. 


There are 16 ceiling rafters, 2x9's, 2'-0" on centers by 32 ft. long, plus 
2x6" of the same length. Typical joists are notched over a 4x3" header at 
midspan. Originally 2x3" hangers were applied to alternate joists, and later 
some 1x6"' board hangers were added. ‘This notching at middles of the long 
joists weakened them badly at the point where both the shear and bending 
moment are maximum, Hight of these joists are badly cracked and one has 
serious cross grain splits. 


When the electrician installed two large square metal light boxes, he cut out 
about one foot of the 4x3" headers, so that, where there are no hangers on one 
side of such a box, the adjacent joist spans 32 feet; hence, it would have failed 
except for the added small support of the 1x2" plaster furring strips 12" o.c. 


I understand that even though the ceiling has sagged 3 to 4 inches, you do not 
intend to attempt to correct this defect, but you should add 32 new hangers at 
points 3 feet from mid span, with tops secured either to the 2x12" ridgepole or 
to the 2x10" roof rafters. These hangers should be No. 1 straight grained 
spruce or fir, but small steel angles are preferable. Attachment at top and 
bottom of each hanger should be by use of three 30d spikes, or by two 5/16" 
through bolts. 


Although the circular plaster cornice of the domed ceiling has large cracks in 
it, and there are also numerous cracks in the ceiling, you do not wish to 
attempt any repairs at this time. 


But the soffits and sides of the plaster encased beams on opposite sides of the 
main room should be properly patched and repaired. Specially made wood stud 
Staging must be used to support a dust-tight working platform 6 ft. or more below 
the ceiling, to keep all dust and grit from all books. A complete vacuum clean- 
ing job must be done on the staging after the new work is done and before the 
dust-tight platform is to be removed.

1) Installation of new joist hangers, plus the 1x3" top cleats nailed to 
each joist. 

2) Erection and later the removal of the temporary staging and dust-tight 
platform. 

3) Metal lath and plaster applied to the entire ceiling except to leave a 


strip about 6-inches wide, as it now is. 


Metal lath to be a flat black expanded steel lath, attached by long 
staples to the existing 1x2" wood furring, 12" 0.c. But, only after 
the old nailings of these strips have been examined, tested, and found 
to be secure, and safe for double the load they now carry. Metal lath 
to weigh 2.7 lbs. per square yard. 


New plaster coats to be of 5/8" total thickness and applied to the lath 
without the removal of the existing old wood lath and plaster. 


4) On the old beams, remove such plaster as is so loose that it cannot be 
repaired, and replace it with new metal lath and plaster, Cut out cracks 
and use bonding plaster to bind the edges of new work to that existing. 


Leave the building clean and acceptable. 


No painting is to be included in this contract. 
We can send you additional prints if you wish.
